should we study the Bible? 


Principally 
because of the Christ- 


ian's need of power. 
I cannot recall 


a single person -who knew little of the 
Bible who was strong morally and re- 
ligiously. Matthew tells us that at .the 
close of the sermon on the mount the 
people were astonished at Christ's doc- 
trine. He taught them as one having 
authority. 
The word for authority- 


means nower. 


The church today needs more men 


and women of power, of rich reserves 
of religious and spiritual force. If you 
would have your lives strong, 
then 


make , connection with the source of 
power. Study the old book. Master it 
and let is master you. 


In answer to the Question "How 


shall we study the Bible?" the speaker 
outlined six methods and gave some 
of 
the failings and excellencies of 


each. Then he paid some attention to 
criticisms of the Bible and concluded:

Good Sale. Why Not a Man 


To Brand Eggs? 


Some of the demonstrated failings 


of the new meat inspection law are 
treated in this amusing way by the 
local correspondent of the Springfield 
Republican: 


The new meat inspection law, and 


its rigid enforcement by the board of 
health, is exciting a good deal of com- 
ment, and, as far as can be judged by 
what is heard, the general opinion 
is that it is an oppressive measure. No 
one wants to use poor meat, and any 
reasonable law to provide against it 
would be heartily sanctioned; but it 
seoms to most people th«,t a proper in- 
spection cf markets c.nd of meats sold 
by farmers and others, whenever and 
wherever deemed necessary, would be 
a sufflcient_safeguard. 
The new "law 


.makes 
it 
necessary 
for 
an 
in- 


spector to examine all animals be- 
fore killing, and to brand the carcass 
after they are dressed. 
Tfl offer for 


sale any meat that has not been thus 
inspected and branded is to subject 
the meat to confiscation, and to invite 
a heavy penalty besides. The conse- 
quent is that a farmer cannot dress 
an animal and take it to market with- 
out this red tape, and it can easily be 
Imagined what an inconvenience this 
is. Undoubtedly those who framed 
the law meant well, but this does not 


i make their work any the less bungliii" 
j and reminds one strongly of the state- 


ment that has been made relative to 
the paving of the lower regions. The 
bad food product that is sold oftener 
than any other, and often innocently, 


' is eggs, but, so far as known, this law 


offers no protection on this point. To 
be consistent and thorough the law- 
makers should have provided for in- 
spectors to witness the laying of every 
egg, 
and the branding of it before it 


was cold, with the date of birth, and, j 
for the sake of fastidious custom- j 
ers, the breed and color of the hen. 
Such a proceeding as this would af- 
ford protection where projection is 
needed. 
Most people can detect 
a 


piece of rotten meat, which even this 
mighty inspection law does not in re- 
ality protect them against, for with 
all .the inspection and branding there 
IP nothing to hinder ihft meat from 
being kept until unfi' f - vf, and then 
worked off on the unw<v. 
Truly, 


great is law!

•f that date by Admiral Sampson to 
Commodore Schley, one of which was 
dated at Key West and the1, other at 
Havana. Captain Chadwick said he 


i had not approved of Admiral Sampson's 


Despatch of May 
28, congratulating 


Commodore Schley on his accomplish- 
ments to that date. 


Five witnesses were heard during the 


day, two of them being officers of the 
New York. One of these was Lieuten- 
ant Marsh, the flag secretary of Ad- 
miral Sampson, who testified concerning 
despatches to Commodore Schley, and 
the other wasthe ship's flag lieutenant, 
Lieutenant Bennett. Lieutenant Dewey, 
Adelbert Althouse, who served on the 
Massachusetts, and Lieutenant Bough- 
ter, who served on the Marblehead, were 
tbe new witnesses of the day. 


Lieutenant Althouse said that on the 


day of the bombardment of the Cristo- 
bal Colon he had been in charge of the 
eight-Inch turret of the Massachusetts. 
He said that the ship bad not been to 
exceed three minutes in passing the en- 
trance to the harbor in first passage and 
that only two shots were then fired. 
The instructions were to make the range 
7000 yards, but the shots fell short and 
the range was increased on the return 
trip to 8500 and then to 10,000 yards. 
Asked what was discovered as to the 
strength of the land batteries by this 
reconnaissance, he said that to his mind 
it was shown they were very weak. In 
reply to a question as to whether he had 
made any notes concerning the engage- 
ment, he replied: ''No, we went under 
Instructions to sink the Colon." His 
orders had been to direct his fire at that 
yessel. 


Wben Lieutenant Althouse was ex- 


cused Captain Lemly introduced as 
evidence the reports made by Commo- 
dore Schley to the secretary of the.navy 
of the engagement of May 31. In one of 
these, dated June 3, Commodore Schley 
said: "Reconnaissance was intended 
principally to injure and destroy the 
Colon. The fire was returned without 
delay by the heavy batteries to the east 
and west entrance, large calibre, long 
range; reconnaissance developing sat- 
isfactorily the presence of the Spanish 
squadron lying behind the island near 
inner fort, as they fired over hill .at 
random. Quite satisfied the Spanish 
fleet is there." 


Lientenant Dewey, nephew of Ad- 


miral Dewey, who was a watch officer 
on the Massachusetts, was the next wit- 
ness. He placed the distance of the 
blockading 
Hue under Commodore 


Echley from the mouth of ^Santiago har- 
ji>or at from five to eight miles, the dis- 
tance being aibout tbe same day and 
night. There was, he said, no particu- 
lar formation of the vessels.

100 miles east of Dallas, was destroyed 
by an Incendiary fire last night. Only 
two business houses of the 17 are left. 
A large quantity of cotton was also 
burned. 


FRAUDULENT DEALS 


Said to Have Been Made by Member 


of a Bankrupt Firm 


Boston, Oct 12.—As an unexpected 


Incident in the inquiryinto the affairs of 
the late Ferdinand Abraham, head of 
the bankrupt firm of F. Abraham & 
Son, tobacconists, in the United States 
district court yesterday, came the peti- 
tion of Isaac Klous, one of the receivers, 
to place Yetta Abraham, the widow, in 
Involuntarily bankruptcy as endorser 
of notes signed by the insolvent firm. 
Other persons have joined in the peti- 
tion as well. 


The receivers of the concern have re- 


ported that the insolvency is beyond 
hope, the liabilities reaching nearly 
$250,000, with assets of only about 
$40,000. As inquiry proceeds, some 
startling allegations are made, whole- 
sale forgery being one of them. Incon- 
sequence, creditors are anxious to know 
the condition of their securities. Sev- 
eral banking houses have tangible se- 
curity in leaf tobacco, amber and 
meerschaum. 


Leopold Abraham, the junior partner, 


just sent to an insane asylum, is said to 
have made the fraudulent deals, the al- 
leged bad endorsements representing 
$125,000. The inquiry by the receivers 
has not progressed far enough to indi- 
cate future proceedings. 


Gave Reasonable Explanation 


Boston, Oct 12.—Although three men 


were wounded by bullets from his re- 
volver during tbe strike of express 
teamsters recently, Charles W. Gibson 
was discharged in court yesterday. 
The hearing extended through three 
days and the government's witnesses 
differed materially in the condition of 
affairs around the express wagon at 
the time. Gibson claimed that be fired 
tbe first shot when he was assaulted in 
tbe wagon. The other ehots were fired 
while he was in tbe unfriendly grasp of 
many men. Judge Adams thought this 
a reasonable explanation in view of the 
disagreement of the others. 


Specialty of Robbing Tailors 


Salem, Mass., Oct. 12.—It is now 


thought by the police that William J. 
Howell, who was arrested for robbing 
William F. Fisher, a tailor, and sen- 
tenced to one year in the house of cor- 
rection, is a western crook, The num- 
ber of Howell's gold watch tallies with 
that of the timepiece stolen from a 
Woburn tailor. A Somerville tailor 
who bad also lost a watch identified 
Howell as tbe man who had bis clothes 
mended the day the watch disappeared. 


Judge Wants Time to Consider 


Concord, N. H., Oct. 12.—On tbe de- 


fendant's notion to take the case from 
tbe jury and render a verdict in his 
favor, the lawyers in tbe case of Spead 
vs. Tomlinson, the Christian science 
damage suit, had a field day yesterday. 
The defense contended that no case had 
been made, while the plaintiff's counsel 
noted the neglect of tbe legal points1ln- 
volved.

"The cloth market is strong and to- 


day shows an advance of 5-8 of a cent. 
Cloth that was 2 3-8 Is now selling for 3 
cents. 


"There Is every indication that the de- 


mand for cotton cloth will remain strong 
for an indefinite time, and I feel that I 
was justified in graqting an increase in 
wagps ia our mills amounting to about 
$5008 additional annally. 


"I am glad that the operatives have de- 


ferred action until the 31st inst. With 
winter coming on they show judgment 
in delay. I wish the manufacturers 
conld understand that our interests are 
Identical. Their interests and mine are 
the same,'and whatever influence I have 
had in the market has been for its good; 
whatever action I take for the conduct 
of my mills Is for their good. A slight 
advance in wages at this time will be 
for the good of all concerned. 


"I do not fear any manufacturers' 


war, nor no I Invite one. It must be 
borne in mind that there are 30.different 
manufacturing corporations 
in Fall 


River. All do not think alike, and I 
sincerely hope that they will see that 
It is to their own interests to grant an 
advance IP wages that is more than jus- 
tified by the condition if the market.

Volume of Business Conttues to Gam 


to an Extraordinary Extent 


New-York, Oct. 12.—R. G. Dn.n & Co.s 


Weekly Review of Trade says: Reports 
from all sectoions of the country agree 
that there has seldom, if ever, been such 
(rigorous prosecution of constructive 
work. Widely divergent lines exhibit 
similar symptoms. Lumber advances in 
price - scause the demand exceeds the 
supply, steel fuel, wearing apparel, etc., 
all enjoy great activity. It is not ex- 
ceptional to hear that all previous re- 
cords are being surpassed. Labor is 
well employed at good wages, and the 
buying power of the people i$ more than 
sufficient to meet the advance in the cost 
of living of 4.6 percent over prices pro- 
Tailing a year ago. 


Wholesome activity is still the fea- 


ture at iron furnaacos and steel mills. 
.While old orders are filled as rapidly as 
possible, there is no immediate prospect 
of catching up with contracts. 


Footwear shops1 are still producing 


at full capacity, not only in the old es- 
tablished New England factories, but in 
this state and at the w«st and south. 
At this season there is usually much 
work on spring orders, but at present 
there is little thought for the future, 
jobbers importuning manufacturers for 
immediate delivery of heavy weight 
goods on eld contracts. . Retailers are 
not carrying over the customary sup- 
plies of summer shoes, while having a 
healthy demand for seasonable gootte. 
Prices are unchanged as yet, though 
manufacturers contemplate the advanc- 
ing leather market with some unen si- 
ness. 


Quiet conditions prevail in the dry- 


goods market, not because of light de- 
mand, but through the strong views of 
sellers, which prevent export sales as 
well as domestic business. The recent, 
advance to raw'cotton is immediately 
responsible for the firmness of prices. 


At Fall River the print cloth situation 


is most satisfactory; standard goods for 
delivery up to February are held at 3 
cents; and the labor situation is juch 
clearer than it was a week ago. 


Slightly better relative prices have 


been established by the leading c'ercals, 
wheat making a fair gain, while corn 
lost a little of its exceptional strength.

OAPTUBE OF FOTJB THIEVES 


ft'ho Have Been Operating on an Ex* 


tensive tsc<Ue For Some Time—Evi- 
dence Against Them So Overwbelm- 
tag That They Confess Their Guilt 


' Boston, Oct 14.—Stolen property, the 
proceeds of recent robberies in Boston 
and nearby cities, and valued at $2500, 
Was found yesterday by Boston police 
iaspectors in rooms at 11 Boylston 
place, occupied by a quartet of self-con- 
fessed crooks who were placed under ar- 
rest Saturday evening. 


The prisoners are Herbert S. Dudley, 


24, and Mrs. Ann'e Dudey 27, his Avife, 
of 11 Boylston place; Abt-rt Reynolds, 
22, of Cleveland, and Frank P. Gordon 
80, of Utica, N. Y. Mrs. Dudley, the 
others say, took no part in the robberies, 
but disposed of som* of the pluutler. 


There was such a weight of evidence 


against them that the men made con- 
fessions. They could not give an accu- 
|ate account of ail burglaries committed, 
but the lowest estimate made by them 
was 40. 


In their confession the men told Chief 


Watts that they had been operating al- 
most every night Their method was 
to ring door bells and if the occupants 
were away they 
would pry open 


windows and doors with a chisel acd 
loot the place. In almost every in- 
stance they say their work was done in 
the early evening. A chisel, two re- 
volvers and a dark lantern were f onnd 
in their rooms, while the stolen property 
Included almost every article to be 
ound in a well furnished home, with 
the exception of heavy furniture. 


Nearly all the pawnbrokers in Boston 


will be summoned to police headquart- 
ers to look at the prisoners for the pur- 
pose of indentifying them as men who 
have sold stolen property to them. 


All of the prisoners deny having been 


arrested before and so far as the Boston 
police know they never have been. 


The display of recovered loot is con- 


sidered the greatest since the arrest of 
the famous Barrett and Chaffee burg- 
lars. 


Dudley said that lots of the stuff had 


been sold, and that from jewelry with 
diamonds in it the stones had been 
taken out and sold. He sUid sometimes 
he would take the best of the goods 
gathered in aad make a price on it and 
buy out shares held by Reynolds and 
Gordon. He would make them think he 
Bold it, but would hide it until he got 
good money for it. 


After Dudley told how he belonged in 


Boston and that ha had been carrying 
on the wark for four months, he was 
taken from the room. The others were 
brought in, one by one, and they told the 
same story. TTJien told that Dudley 
bad given up they were very much down 
hearted. 


The attempt to locate the men who 


were causing trouble began two months 
ago, when the police were told that a 
number of persons living in Boston 
were concerned in breaks in several 
nearby towns. 


These persons were not located, but 


within a short time quantities of goods 
reported stoen weeks before began to 
appear in the pawn shops. Then by 
shadowing the men who were selling 


1 goods the rooias of Dudey were located. 


5he men were taken on suspicion and 
then the police watched 11 Boyston 
place all Saturday night, until after 
they saw Mrs. Dudley go in. Chipf 
iWatts headed the raid and everybody 
Interested had a big surprise.

Toulon, With Algeria as the Object- 
ive Point-Indications That Aero- 
nauts Will Meet With Success 


Paris, Oct. 14.—Considerable interest 


is manifested in the attempt of the 
Comte de la Vuuls, the aeronaut, who 
left Les Sabzlettes, near Toulon, Sat- 
urday, on a balloon voyage across the 
Mediterranean with a view oftestingtho 
possibility of using balloons between 
France, Corsica and Algeria in time of 
war. 


The 'success of the experiment haa 


been frequently endangered of late by 
hitches in the arrangements. Comte de 
la Vauix has received the semi-official 
support in the shape of subscriptions 
from the ministers of marine and war. 
The former had promised a cruiser as 
a convoy and also lent the inflating ap- 
paratus. A fortnight ago, however, M. 
De Lanessan decided that the season 
was not propitious tor the experiment 
and withdrew the cruiser and the ap- 
paratus. 


Comte de la Yatix, with difficulty, re- 


placed the apparatus. Then a portion 
of the balloon shed collapsed in a gale 
and tore the balloon. This damage was 
repaired, but a few days ago another 
accident delayed his departure. 


Finally the aeronaut's luck changed. 


] Weather and wind improved and, at the 
' last moment, M. De Lanessan revoked 


his decision and ordered the French 
cruiser La Chayla to convoy the bal- 
oon, which is also convoyed by a pri- 
vate yacht. 


The aeronaut is accompanied by two 


other aeronauts and a naval lieutenant. 
He expects lo reach Algeria Wednesday 
night or Thursday morning. He took 
with him 75 carrier pigeons, to be re- 
leased in three batches daily. The bal- 
loon, which is '"ecorated with the tri- 
color, carries accumulators for electric 
signal lamps and an electric pump to 
draw up sea water for ballast, when- 
ever necessary by tubes immersed iu 
the sea. 


Compe de la Vaulx, by a system of 


floats, intends to keep about 40 feet 
above the water, 


A steamer which has arrived at Mar- 


seilles reports having sighted the balloon 
o Compe de a Vaulx yesterday about 
12:30 p. m. The balloon was about 50 
miles from Marseilles and shaping its 
course for Algeria. The car was about 
60 feet above the sea. Comte de la 
Yaulx signaled that all was well.

CBOWE. 


Chief Donahue yesterday received a 


letter from Crowe, naming the terms on 
which he will surrender. The letter 
came in care of an Omaha newspaper, 
in which it is published, and covers 15 
closely written pages of manuscript 
The postmark is illegible, but the letter 
was mailed at 8 o'clock in the morning 


i and reached this city at 8 o'clock in the 
evening of the same day, indicating that 


j it had not travelled a long distance. 
In the letter Crowe agrees to give him- 
self up at once and stand trial for the 
kidnapping of Edward Cudahy, provid- 
ed he shall not be locked up until a jury 
shall adjudge him guilty. He says he 
is unabe to furnish bond in excess of 
?500, and demands that bail be fixed in 
that sum. 


Chief Donahue expressed himself as 


quite satisfied that the letter came from 
Crowe. Donahue has kuown Crowe for 
several years, is accustomed to his man- 
ner, handwriting and style of speech. 
The chief also received yesterday 
a 


letter from Crowe's uncle in Man- 
chester, la., submitting similar terms 
for Crowe's surrender, which lead the 
police to believe that they are dealing 
with the right man. 


Crowe's etter begins: "Nearly a year 


has passed by since I was accused of 
the Cudahy kidnapping. A- large, re- 
ward was. offered and plenty of time 
has been given for the police and de- 
ectives to have made a prisoner of me. 
So far they have failed to do it. Now I 
wish to make a short statement to you 
and the public." 


Crowe then takes the 
detective 


agencies to task, defying them to at- 
tempt to arrest him and continues: 
"Now, Mr. Donahue, let me tell you all 
I want is justice, a fair trial by 12 citi- 
zens oi Douglass county, I want you to 
Understand that I am not afraid of the 
combined wealth of all the Cudahys on 
earth and the united efforts of all the 
scrub detectives that their money can 
hire. The man who tries to pinch me 
will bite the dust, for I am ready to die 
in the mix. I will not be kangarood. 


"You say it is your business to deal 


out justice. I will take you at your 
word. 
Give me a square deal. I^eave 


it to Ihe jury of 12 citizens. Chief, I 
ask, but I do not expect to get justice. 
There is some one else who wants to put 
away and I know the God of gold." 


The letter then states that he has been 


in South America and Africa, fighting 
with the Boers, and expresses his dis- 
gust with Great Britain and his sympa- 
thy for the Boers. He closes the main 
part of his letter by saying he regrets 
that Mr. Cudahy should suspect him of 
kidnapping the boy, and hoping soon to 
receive a reply from.the chief which he 
directs should be made through a local 
paper. This part is signed "Pat Crowe," 
but the signatui-e is partly erased and 
four pages of postscript added, in which 
Crowe says if his offer is no accepted he 
will return to a foreign country from 
Which he probably will never return; 
then recites a few reminiscenses, dis- 
cusses the Boer war and its causes and 
signs the postscript with the name "Pat 
Crowe."

SIDETRACKED 


Her Chances Koir Statehood Now Turn 


Toward Arizona 


Washington, Oct. 14.—When the cen- 


sus of 1900 was taken there were 812,- 
235 American citizens dwelling in terri- 
tories, exclusive of the Indian territory 
and of the possessions we acquired as 
the result of the war with Spain. Of 
these, 39S.245 were dwellers in Okla- 
homa, l»3,777 in New Mexico, 154,001 in 
Hawaii and 122.212 in Arizona, 


Oklahoma had more inhabitants than 


(Vermont, Delaware, North Dakota,Mon- 
tana, Wyoming, Utah, Nevada or Idaho, 
all sovereign states. Her population 
was more than twice that of Delaware, 
more than four times that of Wyoming, 
more than nine times that of Nevada. 
Nor was the population of Okahoma a 
collection of hamlets spread over a vast 
territory. Oklahoma's area is less than 
that of Wyoming or of Utah. Okla- 
homa had ten inhabitants to the squar« 
mile, and Utah had but three. Okla- 
homa was, therefore, in all senses of the 
term well settled. 


Okaboma has a good case for her 


claim for statehood, a much better one 
that that of Arizona. Nevertheless, as 
"a marvelous gold discovery" is report- 
ed from Arizona the latter may take 
on a boom that will put an obstacle in 
Oklahoma's path. According to the 
reports of the preliminary surveys, the 
new gold fields in the GalluFamouutains 
70 miles north of Tucson, are rich be- 
yond the dreams of the most avaricious 
prospector. If theae reports are only in 
part substantiated there should be an 
inrush of miners which should give 
Arizona a decided impetus towards 
statehood.

WHO'S DRUNK?

to those who follow the offerings at 


the theaters there is interest,this year 
In noting the tremendous increase in 
the output tof that form of play known 
as the "rural drama." The local staee 
offers evidence of the steadily grow- 
ing frequency with which these plays 
appear, but the half has not been told 
when only the North Adams attrac- 
tions are considered. Within the last 
few weeks, 
covering the opening of 


the present dramatic season, no fewer 
than 
seven new "rural" plays have 


been 
put on the stage. Qne of them 


has been seen here, 
and three more 


will be presented here within a week 
or so. And these new ones are in addi- 
tion to the 15 or 20 older ones, datin* 
all the way from last season to more 
than a dozen years ago, which are still 
on the road. 


This 
is the curious fact about the 


rural drama. The per centage of them 
which continue to hold the stage year 
after year is larger than that of al- 
most 
any other class of production, 


"Uncle Tom's cabin" being alone and 
forever 
excepted. Critics may rave 


and critics may swear, but the rural 
drama continues to be "it" so far as 
the public is concerned. It is true that 
most of them continue to hold their 
greatest 
strength outside of the big 


cities like New York and Boston, but 
New York 
never cares for any one 


thing on the stage very long, and Bos- 
ton follows New York theatrically Just 
as contentedly aa does all the rest of 
the country. 


Probably 
nobody remembers Just 


when 
the rural drama was Invented. 


Its great hold on the public, however, 
date* 
fiom the time that Denman 


Thompson 
and 
James 
A. 
Herne 


brought into the field their xraso Of 
details and comprehension of real real- 
, Ism on the stage, one telling of home* 


"And two drunks were fined $5 each." 


The familiar ending to the police court 
reporter's daily story has never ex- 
cited more than its share of interest, 
and in all probability many a casual 
reader who never was inside the for- 
mal-looking court room down on State 
street Has fancied that fining two 
"drunks/* $5 each and putting one or 
two more on probation was a part of 
the necessary for-nality of a session of 
court, like swearing the witness. 


But suddenly new interest has been 


given this simple phrase from the po- 
lice court news by the action of Judge 
Dewey of Boston in taking it upon 
himself to define the hitherto unde- 
fined term "drunk." What is a drunk? 
Consider for a moment the intensity 
of interest with which the "drunk" 
himself must regard this question. 
Judges until now have 
studiously 


avoided any attempt to define the 
exact limits of drunkenness. Usually 
the prisoner charged with this offense 
pleads guilty and pays his fine or goes 
to jail without a word. Once in a while, 
it is true, men have engaged lawyers 
to defend them from the charge, and 
t'ie lawyers, as has been done in the 
local court, have attempted to prove 
that police officers were over zealous 
ir> their testimony against a man 
charged with drunkenness, and that a 
man could have taken enough liquor 
to make him "know he'd been drink- 
ing," as the phrase is, without being 
drunk. But in cases like these, judges 
have merely passed on the question of 
the individual case before them, with- 
out attempting to pass lipon the whole 
broad question of when a man's drunk. 
This question has, therefore, become 
one of the1 much bandied ones of po- 
lice courts. 


But Judge Dewey has taken the thing 


in charge, and in passing on the case 
of one Michael Brick, has discoursed 
on the evidences of drunkenness in a 
w<y that would serve for a far more 
scientific method of identification. 


Mr. Brick is an ex-alderman in Bos- 


tor., and 
Judge 
Dewey evidently 
\ 
thought the occasion demanded some- 
thing more thaa the usual "five dol- 
lars or eight days " So he discoursri 
as follows on what it is to be drunk: 


' The case is brought up to the pro • 


position of 
his breath smelling of 


liquor and that he staggered. Now, 
whether that, is sufficient evidence to 
constitute the crime of drunkenness, 
only one state in the Union, Alabama, 
has attempted to define. The Century 
dictionary defines the word, leaving 
out the synonyms—inebriated, over- 
come or frenzied by alcoholic liquor. 
The/ law dictionary gives it as being 
affected by strong drink. I think that 
when the law makes It a criminal of- 
fense for a man to be in a state of 
drunkenness, it means more than that 
which is found In the law dictionary. 
Most any mar.'s mind is affected by a 
single drink, a single glass of liquor. 
It is preposterous to hold that the leg- 
islature intended it in that sense. In 
my practice in the courts I have, used 
the definition found in the century dic- 
tionary—overcome, stupifled or fren- 
iled by alcoholic liquor. There is a 
great difference in men when they 
have used such liquor. One man's 


mind will be clear and his legs unman- 
ageable. Another man's mind will be 
stupined, and he will be able to walk 
as at any time. The definition in the 
Century dictionary, in my opinion, .is 
a good, fair meaning of drunk under 
the law. I shall apply it to this case, 
and probably continue to do so until I 
get a better one. In the testimony of 
this case I am unable to find that the 
defendant was either overcome,- stupe- 
fied or frenzied by having drunk alco- 
holic liquor. I order him discharged." 


As might have been expected, Judge 


Dewey's decision has aroused a regular 
hurricane of discussion. 
Lawyers, 


court officials and officers are hasten- 
ing to tell what they think of Judge 
Dewey's decision and what they think 
it is tc be drunk. "As for ourself, we 
do not know." 


But one thing is quite certain, if 


Judge Dewey's definition is accepted. 
Acquiring a "jag," isn't going to be 
such an inexpensive thing in the fu- 
ture, for it will take more than one 
five cent drink to make a man "over- 
come or frenzied by alcoholic liquor." 


After all one of the best definitions 


of drunkenness ever given was that of 
an unfortunate who had tried to prove 
to the court that he hadn't been drunk, 
and who hadn't been successful. 


"Drunk?" said he, "what is it to be 


drunk? It's nothing but being intox- 
icated down on Main street without 
the price to pay for a carriage'to take 
you home."

cides not to live up to the compact. 
She discovers Rosalie and 
changes 


places w|th her, sending Rosalie to the 
chateau to impersonate Mile, de Loin- 
ville; while she, for the fun of it, 
roams the country as Rosalie the beg- 
gar ma«a. Montfort falls in love with 
her, but as she pretends to be poor 
and extremely proud, he decides to 
pose as a poor peasant and follow Her. 
He is about to start for his rustic 
life when his party insist that he can- 
not disregard the coronation. He ord- 
ers his man, Blossoms, (Frank Dan 
iels) to be crowned king, and also to 
marry 
his unknown Claire de J.oin- 


ville. This is where the complications 
and the chief fun begins. Mr. Daniels' 
attempt to play the king, after having 
been a street car conductor, are the 
features of the piece.

The press agent 
of "A runaway

evidently has even a poorer opinion 
of the honesty of his brothers in the 
business than this paper ever cared to 
sxpress . It is because of the general 
tendency along the direction that he 
outlines in the following effusion that 
the Transcript's dramatic column con- 
tains none of the usual "press stuff" 
sent on by the managers of coming at- 
tractions except when duly credited to 
them, unless it be purely an extensive 
outline of the plot. The Transcript 
does not know the reliability of the 
press agent who wrote the following, 
but his sad opinion of everybody but 
himself is here given for what it is 
worth: Theatrical advertisements of- 
ten consist of strings of words that 
mean little but sounOwWell and convey 
a totally false impression. And threat- 
rical attractions are so often inferior 
to these gorgeously worded descrip- 
tions that it is something of a novelty 
to find one that no advertisement has 
ever praised. The flamboyant advance 
agent generally tells the public that 
he is ahead of the greatest show on 
earth, and he follows it up with a flow 
of adjectives that make Byron's poetry 
look.like mere clatrap. Then, ten to 
one, the public discovers that the 
"eighty people in the cast" have dwin- 
dled down to ten, or perhaps they in- 
cluded the audience and ushers. The 
"sublime play" turns out to be a re- 
hash of stole Jokea and vulgar songs; 
"the magnificent production" consists 
of one wrinkled scene, with the paint 
peeling off,and the patron goes away 
resolved never to believe an advance 
agent again. The manages of "A 
Runaway Match" tell the truth about 
their attraction without any desire to 
deceive the public. It is a conwdy. It 
was written by the nw. who wrote 
"Brown's in town," a guarantee of itg 
mirth. It is managed by M W. ban- 


y & Son, a guarantee of its worth. It 


is clean, and good music is introduced. 
and it is presented by a capable com- 
pany. In every way it is bright, en- 
tertaining and enjoyable. 


The return of "When we were twen- 


ty-one" to the city which will be at 
the Empire Tuesday evening, will 
doubtless be cordially welcomed. The 
play was first presented here in Oc- 
tober of last year, and played to a 
small house, because it was little 
known. Three weeks later it played in 
the same house again, this time to a 
very large audience, and none was dis- 
ppointed. The story of the play is 
well remembered by those who saw it 
then. It tells of four companions in 
middle life, who are together doing 
their best to bring up in the way he 
should go a young man 21 years old, 
son of a former comrad^ of the four, 
who when he died left the boy in 
their charge, one of the four, Richard 
Carewe being his legal guardian. The 
boy is sowing his wild oats as fast as 
he can, and the play tells of the efforts 
made by. the quartet to teach'him bet- 
ter things.

Thief Was Car Inspector and He Was 


Arrested Yesterday. Took $60,- 


000 in Bonds and $10,000 


Worth of Jewelry 


No one who saw Denman Thompson 


in "The old homestad" at the Rich- 
mond theater last Monday evening 
suspected that he had discovered that 
morning that his wife, Mrs. Marie 
Thompson, who stopped with him at 
the Wellington, and some of the other 
members of the company had been 
robbed of bonds to the value of $60,000 
and jewelry worth nearly $10,000. The 
robbery was committed at the Lehigh 
Valley station on Friday, Oct. 4, the 
date of the appearance of the company 
in Ithaca. The bonds were mostly Pull 
man palace car certificates. They were 
taken from the trunk of Mrs. Thomp- 
son, and the jewelry was removed from 
her trunk and the trunks of other mem 
bers of the company. 


Charles Norris of Ithaca, a car in- 


spector of the Lehigh valley railroad 
was arrested yesterday and charged 
with the theft. 


The trunks containing the private 


effect of Mrs. Thompson and the other 
members of the company were not 
taken to the hotel, but left in the pri- 
vate car, as the company was to p'ay 
there one night only. Consequently the 
bonds and jewelry were not missed 
until the party reached Albany the 
Monday following, the day of the ap- 
pearance here. Mr. Denman Thomp- 
son telegraphed for a Pinkerton detec- 
tive, and J. T. Conners was sent there. 
Aided by Chief of Police Connelly he 
quietly set to work on the case. Evi- 
dence implicating Norris was easily 
obtainable, for it was learned that he 
had carried the bonds to a lawyer, J. 
J. McGuire, saying that he JraJ found 
them and proposed to keep •.Hem to ob- 
tain the reward which would surely be 
offered for their return. McGuire first 
intended to go halves with Norris on 
the reward money, but becoming fright 
ened carried them to Willard Kent, 
Recorder of Ithaca. 


The jewelry, which consisted of a 


diamond bropch worth $500 and brace- 
lets, rings, etc.. Norris pawned 
at 


various places in the city or sold out- 
right 
to jewellers. 
The diamand 


brooch had been sold to Mr. Robert 
Heggie for $35, who, after removing 
the diamonds, melted the gold. All 
these facts were carefully traecd out by 
the detective, who worked so secretly 
that even .the local papers did not learn 
of the theft. William Sage who con- 
ducts a pawnshop, admitted that Norris 
had come to him asking for money on 
various valuables, but he susj>octinfj 
that all was not right, relust*[ to take 
them. At the hearing today others 
who had bought pieces of jewelry of 
Norris testified that they had received 
it of Norris «nd made haste to deliver 
it into court. In this way nearly all 
c/ the valuables were recovered. 


As car inspector Norris had in his 


possession a key which admitted him 
to all of the cars. It is suspected that 
while the play was in progress or 
some time during that night he enter- 
ed the car, ransacked the trunks and 
boldly tried to get rid of th ejewelry 
in Ithaca, The money Norris received 
from the sale of the valuables he be- 
stowed upon various women of his ac- 
quaintance.

Two Boys Shot at Adams 
Yesterday Morning Whilex 


Testing a Rifle

BULLET STRUCK OLDER BOY'S ARM 


An.d Glancing, Struck His Brother's 


Chin and Entered the Neck, Re. 
suiting in Instant Death, James 


L, Kearns the Victim 


A sad fatality hapiened Sunday 


forenoon on East Hoosac street in 
Adams when James L. Kearns, 15- 
years-old son of Mr. and Mrs. Ed- 
ward Kearns of 12 North 
Summer 


street, was shot in the throat and in- 
stantly killed. 
Edward Kearns, Jr., 


18 years old, brother of the unfortu- 
nate boy, was also shot in the right 
arm by the same bullet which Jdlled 
his younger brother. 
It was purely 


accidental and resulted from the test- 
ing of a rifle, which the elder Kearns 
boy intended to purchase from James 
Dacey of 17 Mill street, 


The story of the affair as told by 


Edward Kearns is that he met Mr. 
Dacey on Summer street Sunday morn 
ing and Mr. Dacey offered for sale 
a skeleton rifle which he had with 
him. 
It was agreed that a test of the 


rifle, which was a 32-caJibre, be held 
on East Hoosac street near the" 'Cold 
string," about half a mite from the 
corner of Hoosac, East Hoosac, Sum- 
mer and North Summer streets in a 
small woods near the Anthony home- 
stead. 


Before leaving for the test Master 


Kearns ran home and told of his in- 
tended purchase. His mother advised 
him against the purchase and he left 
the house. It was some minutes after 
that the younger brother, James L., 
also left the house. He had heard 
what his brother had said and started 
out to witness the trade. 


Arrriving at the spring, a piece of 


bark on a tree was chipped and the 
mark used for a target. Mr. Dacey 
shot first and then the two boys shot. 
The target was then changed to a 
spot on a hard wood post, which was 
moire difficult to thit, but the boys 
wanted to test the force of the bul- 
let. 


The mark on the post had been cut 


with a .knife and the boys then came 
directly towards ^Mr. Dacey, the elder 
Kearns walking ahead and James fol- 
lowing behind and a little to the right 
of the brother. 
Mr. Dacey 
found 


something wrong with the hammer 
and was cocking fth« rifle when the 
hammer went down and the cartridge 
was discharged. 
The bullet struck 


Edward on the muscle of the right 
arm between the 
elbow 
and 
the 


shoulder and cut a gash in it, then 
glancing it struck James on the chin, 
and -again glanced downward and 
pierced the boy's throat. I*, struck the 
peneumo-gastric nerve and death was 
instantaneous 


Horror stricken, the 
elder Kearns 


lifted his brother and hurried to the 
spring to give him water. He, how- 
ever, saw life was extinct, and drpp- 
ping the body ran home and told the 
terrible news. Mr. Dacey, thoroughly 
overcome, hastened with the rifle to 
the police station and gave himself 
up to Chief Curran. 


The poilice with Dr. J F. Crowley 


visited the scene and the doctor, after 
examining the boy. said death had 
been instantaneous. He dressed Ed- 
ward's arm and later Medical Exam- 
iner Brown of this city was called 
and on learning the facts decided to 
report the fatality as an accident. The 
bullet, which was 82-callbre 
short, 


made by the Peters cartridge com- 
pany, was left in the deed boy's body. 


Mr. Dacey, who is about 35 years 


old, and has a wif<» and two children, 
was he!d at the police station on a 
charge ot manslaurhter and the shock 
of the accident made him temporar- 
ily insane. The boy's parents and Mr. 
Dacey's parents are also «*rtef strick- 
en. 


Master, Kearns, the dead ' boy, was 


born in Coventry, Conn., and came 
with his parents to Adams nine years 
ago. He was a Transcript newsboy, 
graduated from 
the Hoosac street 


grammar school in June, 1900, and the 
following September entered the high 
'school. Leaving school he had since 
worked as a back boy in the mule- 
spinning department of Berkshire mill 
No. 2. He was -a. faithful, trustworthy 
boy rnd his sudden and sad death is 
a source of grief to als young com- 
rades. The sincere sympathy of the 
community is extended the bereaved 
family. Besides his parents he leaves 
several brothers. The funeral will be 
held tomorrow afternoon at 2 o'clock 
from the house. 


In court at Adama this morning 


Mr. Dacey pleaded not guilty to a 
charge of manslaughter and the case 
was continued for one week. He was 
allowed jto go on personal recogniz- 
ance in the sum of fsoo. Lawyer T. 
F. Cassidy has been retained by Mr. 
Dacey as counsel. There is no doubt 
that the defendant will be discharg- 
ed as the hearing will show that the 
shooting was accidental.

An address recently delivered In Lon- 


don to the economic science and sta- 
tistics section of the British associa- 
tion by Sir Robert Giffen, F. R. S., has 
been, the subject of much comment, 
says the New York Sup. Sir Robert 
took as his topic the statistics'of pop- 
ulation and urged especially the Im- 
portance of studying the records of 
the census which have now existed In 
most European countries and among 
peoples of European origin for a cen- 
tury. Political Ideas and speculation 
are, he argued, necessarily colored by 
Ideas originating In such records, and 
political action, Internationally and oth- 
erwise, would be all the wiser If the 
records were more carefully observed 
than they are nnd the lessons to be de- 
rived widely appreciated and under- 
stood. 


, Ho then took as his first broad fact 
itbe enormous Increase of the popula- 
tion of European countries and of peo- 
ples of European origin during the 
nineteenth century. At the beginning 
of the last century this population, ex- 
clusive of South American countries 
and Mexico, was about 170,000,000. 
At its close It was about 510,000,000. 
Analyzing this aggregate increase, it la 
found that the growth of the United 
States alone is from a little over 5,000,- 
000 to nearly 80,000,000 and of the 
Euglish population of the British em- 
,'pire from about 15,000,000 to 55,000,- 
jOOO. Germany and Russia also show 
'remarkable growth-^from 20,000,0.00 to 
155,000,000 In the one case and from 40,- 
'000,000 to 135,000,000 in the other— 
'partly due to annexation, but the 
'growth of France is no more than from 
i25,000,000 to 40,000,000. 


1 The effect of this, says Sir Robert 
Giffen, necessarily is to assure the pre- 
ponderance of European peoples among 
the races of the world—to put aside 
'completely, for Instance, the night- 
mares of yellow or black perils arising 
'from the supposed overwhelming mass 
'of yellow or black races, these races by 
comparison being stationary, or nearly 
so. Equally It follows that the relative 
position of the British empire, the Unit- 
ed States, Russia and Germany has be- 
come such as to make them exclu- 
sively the great world powers, although 
'France, for-eoonomic reasons, notwith- 
standing the stationariness of its pop- 
ulation, may still be classed among 
them. When one thinks what interna- 
tional politics were only a hundred 
years ago—how supreme France then 
appeared, how important were Austria, 
[Italy, Spain and even countries like | 
[Holland, Denmark and Sweden—we | 
•may surely recognize that, with a com- 
Iparatively new United States on the 
stage and with powers like Russia and 


polntiof-Tl*w:fwirt« which "these facts 
should -he .*}H(H6d Ui tlie following pa*- 
Base.; 


"We ar**«aUflfiaed, and rigbtli so, I 


think, 4$ teaaiaer naval preponderance 


to -the safety of the em- 


pire aad-aapeelaUy Indispensable to the 
safety of , the totintry from blockade 
and frotn the -Interruption of its com- 
merce, %rttcb would be our ruia. But 
our position in this respect is apparent- 
ly not quite exceptional. Less or more 
our continental neighbors and especial- 
ly Germany are iu the same boat. In 
the event of war. If they could not 
make up the loss by traffic over their 
laud frontiers, they would be Just as 
liable to suffer from blockade and in- 
terrupted coiDEierce as we are. It is 
conceivable, moreover, that in certain 
wars some of the countries might not 
be able to make up by traffic over their 
land frontiers for blockade or Interrup- 
tion of commerce by sea. I should ap- 
prehend, for instance, that Germany, if 
it were victorious by sea in a war with 
France, would insist upon Belgium and 
Holland on one side and* Italy and 
Spain on the other side not supplying 
by laud to France what had been cut 
off by sea. One or more of these coun- 
tries might be allies of Germany from 
the first. 


"Contrariwise France and Russia, if 


at war with Germany and the triple al- 
liance. might practically se«l up Ger- 
many if they were successful at sea, In^" 
elsting that th* Scandinavian countries 
and Holland should not make up to 
Germany by land what-bad been cut 
off by sea. GeAnany in this view, 
apart from any possibility of rupture 
with this country, has a case for a 
powerful fleet. It is not quite so much 
liable to a blockade as we are, but 
there is a liability of the same kind. 
The question of naval preponderance 
among rival powers may then become 
rather a serious one. If preponderance 
is to be nearly as essential to Germany 
as It is to this country, who is to pre- 
ponderate? What our practical action 
ought to be in the premises is a ques- 
tion that might easily lead us too far 
on occasion like this, but the facts 
should be ever present to the minds of 
our public men. We may be quite cer- 
tain that they are quite well known 
and understood in the councils of the 
Russian, German, French and other 
continental governments."

is all changed politically as well as eco- 
nomically and that new passions and 
new rivalries have to be considered. 
The figures also- suggest that for some 
time at least the changes going on must 
accentuate the change that has oc- 
curred. 


According to the latest figures, there 


I is no sign that either in France or any I 


other European country which has been I 
comparatively stationary has any move- 
ment of population commenced which 
will reverse the change, while a large 
growth of population goes on in the 
leading countries named. This growth, 
it is alleged, is going on at a diminish- 
ing rate, but in the next generation or 
two there is practically no doubt that 
the United States will be a larger inter- 
^atlonal factor than it is, both/abso- 
lutely and relatively, and that Russia, 
Germany and the English people of the 
British empire will also grow, though 
not in such a way, apparently, as to 
prevent the greater relative growth of 
the United States and notwithstanding 
perhaps some relative changes of minor 
character among themselves. The for- 
eign nations, then, with which the 
'British empire is likely to be concern- 
ed in the near future are Russia, Ger- 
many and the United States, and other 
ipqwers, even France, must more and 
more occupy a second place, although 
^France for tbe moment, partly in con 
jfiequence of its relations with Russia, 
occupies a special place. 
| Sir Robert Giffen then draws atten- 
tion to thi» increasing dependence of 
European nations upon supplies of food 
and raw material obtained 
from 


abroad. What is true of the United 
iKingdom is true to a greater or less de- 
•gree of other European countries. Es- 
pecially is it true in a remarkable de- 
gree of Germany, which is becoming 
'increasingly industrial and manufac- 
turing and where room for expansion 
in agriculture is now very limited. 
i The import of foreign food into Ger- 
many increased in the ten years 1888-98 
jby Just 100 per cent The imports of 
raw and semimanufactured materials 
into Germany In the same period in- 
greased by 49 per cent.

Obviously, 
however, aa thy new tariff in Germany 
indicates, there is to be a great strug- 
gle in that couatty before the situation 
is accepted, and if some of tbe people 
In this country had their way, notwith- 
standing o,ur long experience of free 
trade and its blessings, we should even 
have a struggle here."

PAYING PRESIDENTS. 


Rooievelt'8 First Salary Check—Last 


Payment For McKialey. 


The treasury department has sent a 


messenger to the White House witL 
President Roosevelt's first check, says 
the Washington Star. It was for $2,- 
017.74 and is the pay for seventeen 
days of tbe month of. September. The 
estate of President McKinley will be 
paid a check-for $1,850.88. There waa 
a good deal of discussion in the treas- 
ury about these checks and exactly 
bow to divide them. President McKin- 
ley died early on the morning of Sept, 
14, and President Roosevelt took the 
oath that day. 
Under cne law Mr. 


Roosevelt must be paid the salary of 
president from and including the day 
he took the oath. The question was 
not on this, however. 


For a number of years each president 


has been paid monthly one-twelfth of 
$50,000 a year, tbe only case in tbe gov- 
ernment service in which the regular 
salary table was not followed. By 
this system President McKinley re- 
ceived $4,166.66 for two months in ev. 
ery quarter and $4,166.67 for tbe third 
month of the quarter, making the total 
for the quarter $12,500. As September 
was the third month of the quarter th« 
salary for that month was $4,166.6T. 
Divided by thirty days the proportion 
going to President Roosevelt would 
have been $2,361 and to the estate of 
the dead president $1,805.44. The audi- 
tor's office insisted on a division on 
the basis that President Roosevelt 
should receive 17.92 of the entire salary 
for the third quarter of the year there 
being ninety-two days in that quarter. 


This division gave the sums tbat 


were agreed upon. Hereafter the reg- 
ular book of the treasury will be used 
lu the salary payments of tbe presi- 
dent This systeu will give different 
amounts each 'month, according to the 
number of days in the month. For the 
fourth quarter the pay will be: Octo- 
ber, 
31 days, $4,212; November, 30 


days, $4,07G; December, 31 days, $4,- 
212. For the first quarter of next year 
the president will receive checks as 
follows: January, 31 days, $4,305.60; 
February, 28 days, $3,888.80; March, 31 
days, $4,305.60.

suto—customs which never change, bat 
are handed down from generation to gen- 
eration—are those connected with mar- 
riage. Suppose, good reader, you were 3 
young Basnto and had been smitten by 
the sight of a pretty face (the Basuto 
idea of beauty is quantity; the lady must 
be fat—very fat—or ^he has no chance of 
being considered beautiful), you would be 
an aggressor against the laws of etiquette 
were you to speak to her, though you 
might look at her admiringly. Should the 
attraction prove irresistible, your proper 
course of procedure would be to hunt up 
some old lady friend—ir a mutual friend 
so much the better—and confide to her 
your wish to settle down, and many that 
particular fair one, begging her to ar- 
range everything for you as- soon as pos- 
sible. This she would gladly do, taking 
the first opportunity to call on the mothef 
or friends of the wished for bride. The 
two ladies would then talk it over, dis- 
cussing ways and means and your posi- 
tion in Basnto society. A large amount 
of tact is necessary, as the mother of the 
lady must be convinced that the marriage 
is in every way dfsirable. If your friend 
could convince her that such was the 
case, you might consider that fortune 
smiled on your cherished plans. 


To secure to the lady of your choice the 


full rights of a wife you would pay over" 
to your future father-in-law so many 
toad of cattle, according to agreement, 
wuich is always based on the supposed 
value of the bride, her social position, per- 
sonal appearance, height, size, beauty, 
etc. 
This transfer of cattle makes bind- 


ing the marital contract, securing the 
•noman from ill treatment at the hands of 
her husband; for, should he ill use her, 
she may .return to her father or guardian, 
and so the man loses both his wife and 
his oxen. The parents of your wife would 
argue that the payment of cattle was the 
very least you could do to recompense 
them for ail the terrible anxieties and ex- 
pense that they had gone to in bringing 
up their daughter for you. Nor do the 
Basuto ever alter in this respect; even 
should they become Christians theii 
chiefs compel the payment of cattle for 
their wives. Of course, herein lies the 
explanation of the joy manifested at the 
birth of a girl in a Basuto family. She is 
taken up and exhibited ly her grand- 
mother, who first slaps her and then 
kisses her. saying: "Luck! 
From this 


child come,many herds of cattle!" 
The 


birth of a boy, on the other hand, is de 
plored, for he is regarded as an expensive 
and unprofitable trouble.

law you must have a care how you deport 
yourself toward your father-in-law, as j 
you will be expected to take a subservient 
position in regard to him.

A report on the work of the dlvisio- 


»f agrostology of the department of n^ 
Mculture since its organization lu 181).' 
has been submitted to Secretary Wh 
eon by Professor F. Lamson Scritraet 
the government agrostologlst. The n 
port says that of the unoccupied pubh- 
lands about 365,400,000 acres are nov, 
regarded as fit only for grazing pur- 
poses, and in addition there are 124,- 
800,000 acres of forest land, the greater 
portion of which is also used for graz- 
ing. As a result of the field work al- 
ready done the department has been en- 
abled to recommend to farmers and 
stockmen throughout the country the 
forage crops adapted to their conditions 
•nd special requirements and to carry 
on experiments with Introduced forage 
plants likely to prove valuable In any 
particular region. Within the United 
States are grown over 1,000 species of 
grasses and perhaps a hundred or 
more other plants of sufficient forage 
value to Justify their investigation and 
cultivation.

TARKINGTON'S"BEAUCAiRE" 


Tme Real Utatorjr ot the Novel and 


Play. 


The real history o£ ^Beaucaire," 


which Richard Mansfield Is producing, 
lias not yet been told in full, says the 
New York Tribune. The play is an 
original comedy in four acts. The im- 
pression that "Beaucalre" ljs,<i drama- 
tization of Booth Tarkington's charm- 
ing novelette, "Monsieur Beaucaire," 
is not literally true, though Mr. Tark- 
ington is the author of both book and 
play. 


When he had finished "The Gentle- 


man From Indiana" and that novel 
was in the first flush of success, he de- 
termined to try his pen on a dramatic 
<:omposlti»n. Mr. Tarkington had pre- 
viously been conspicuous in theatricals 
at Princeton university and is still an 
active leader in the Amateur Dramatic 
club of Indianapolis. 


He conceived the story of "Beau- 


cake," and, 
having gathered 
the 


threads of his situations together, he 
wrote what every dramatist writes 
before he puts his material into acts 
and dialogues—that is, a scenario. This 
scenario grew under Mr. Tarkington's 
pen, and with some polishing he found 
himself in possession of a novelette 
which an extensive public knows as 
"Monsieur Beancaire." 


How muctf the play of "Beaucaire" 


was in bis mind when he completed 
the novelette may be gathered from an 
Interesting and heretofore unpublished 
document written -by Booth Tarking- 
ton himself. It is the dedication of 
"Monsieur Beaucaire" to " his" sister, 
Haute Tarkington Jameson, which was 
set up by the publishers, but recalled1 
by the au^or before the book was 
printed. In it he speaks of bia compo- 
sition as if It were a play: 


You will not, I truet, consider me too Ingenuous 


when I tell yq» that, while J have ever observed 
your courtesy toward * person in poor faiment to 
be of an even finer quality than your treatment 
of a gentleman in a fine coat, yet no one con- 
versant with your character could fail to vbe 
aware of the mighty liking you bare for a pretty 
fellow In brocades aad satin, with brilliants shin- 
Ing from every buckle. Nor can it be sajd of yon 
that, in spite of your strong advocacy of all the 
•its of gentleness, you shun the wildest fighting— 
In a book—with that measure of horror which you 
Ihould, for consistency's sake, exhibit, and so t 
make bold to offer you this play of "Monsieur 
Beaucaire," beseeching your attendance for an 
hour, to watch, if you will, the faces in what I 
would have, for your pleasure, > little theater; 
tnd begging you during just the time of per 
(ormance to believe the actors real as thiy move 
across the stage dancmg in the candle lights of 
long ago, while your kindly fancy brings to you 
some faint waft of the Frenchman's roses, with 
the echo of the crumbled and forgotten fiddles 
which I hive wished should play again for you 
my dear sister. 


Having completed "Monsieur Bean 


coire," Mr. Tarkington returned to hir 
play. He had Mr. Richard Mansfir! 
In view for the role of Beauraire for 
more reaeoija than this actor's pn> 
eminence or his fitness for the cliar:v 
terizatlon. During his varsity days M: 
Tarkington wrote a comedy which h' 
sent to Mr. Mansfield. The great ac 
tor did not find in it all the technical 
qualities which he felt would justify 
Its production, but he recognized the 
gifts of the writer and sent him a let 
ter which the author says he has cher 
ished as one of bis most potent en 
couragementa. Hence Mr. Mansfield's 
creation of Mr. Tarkington's first char- 
acter to reach the stage has in it F 
Strong measure of poetical Justice.

Card Won on the 14th Ballot. 
Five 


Roll Calls Were Also Held. How 


the Delegates Voted. Childs 


May Run oh Nomination 


Papers. 


The convention of the republicans of 


the First Berkshire district for the 
nomination of two candidates for rep- 
/ 
resentatives to the general court, part 
of 
which was reported in Saturday 


night's Transcript, did rot finish its 
work 
till 7 o'clock Saturday evening, 


when Charles A. Card won the second 
nomination over C. Edwin Childs by 
a vote"x>f 22 to 16, with four for Ed- 
ward Gleason of Clarksburg. 


As told in the Transcript Saturday 


C. Burr Goodricfc was named for the 
first place by acclamation. Then fol- 
lowed 
the 
nomination speeches for 


Card and Childs, 
and E. W. Gleason 


of 
Clarksburg made a forceful plea 


for giving his town, representation on 
the ticket this year, after which Mr. 
McKay of Clarksburg nominated Mr. 
Gleason as Clarksburg's candidate. 


The balloting began at 3.45 and con- 


tinued for three hours and a quarter, 
nomination of Mr. Card coming at ex- 
actly 7 o'clock. 


The convention was the most remark 


able one in the history of the republi- 
can party 'of this section. Though the 
fight was so well maintained on both 
sides the best' of good nature prevail- 
ed throughout. 
There were attempts 


by the convention to settle the matter 
by 
throwing the nomination to Mr. 


Gleason, but at such times Mr. Niles 
of the Card forces would call for a 
roll call, 
and though Gleason would 


have an increased vote tne Card and 
Childs forces would remain so far un- 
broken that no nomination resulted. 


The nomination was also offered to 


W. B. Arnold but he declined, and an 
attempt between 6 and 7 o'clock to 
agree 
upon a third candidate failed 


because both Card and Childs insisted 
upon having the vote\ continued until 
one or the other was nominated. 


Five roll calls and 14 ba"ots were 


taken. 


It 
was said after the convention 


was over that the two Clarksburg del- 
egates had gone to Card on the last

the last ballot this may not be so. 


The democratic convention followed 


the republican and was something of 
an imitation in that there was 'a tie

Harry, P. Suff- 
nagle was the first nominee, and Wil-

Barrington 
won 
over T. J. 


Crowley by a vote of 11 to 9 on the 
roll call. 


The Republican Convention 


Saturday's report of the convention 


took it 
through the informal b'allot,

formal ballot and one roll call. 


The second roll call had been ordered 
when the paper went to press. This re- 
sulted the same as the first roll call, 
Card 20, Childs 18, Gleason 3, Arnold 1. 


Clarksburg divided its vote between 


Gleason and Arnold,
